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TAFT MEN EVADE 
AN ANTI-SOUTH PLAN 


Fear Bolt Would Follow Attempt 
to Reduce Number of 
Delegates. 


34 MORE VOTES FOR TAFT 


Missourl Hughes Delegates, Side- 
tracked, Are Indignant—Negro Dele- 
gates from North Carolina Excluded,

CHICAGO, June 10.—The “allies,” 
through Representative Burke, manager 
for Senator Knox's candidacy, inaugurat- 
ed to-day an important movement to ob- 
tain complete harmony wpon all questions 
which may arise in the Republican Con- 
vention. Authorized by Senator Hemen- 
Way and others, Mr. Burke approached 
Charles P. Taft, brother of the Secretary 
of War, and proposed that an agreement 
be reached as to the action to be taken 
respecting the proposition to Mmit South- 
€rn representation in future conventions. 

Mr. Burke said this matter had not 
been dropped by the “allies” by any 
means, in spite of their failure to issue 
the promised statement on the sub- 
ject, but it was not desired to precipi- 
tate a row, and, therefore, it had been 
determined to make an effort to enter 
into an arrangement of some kind with 
the representatives of the Secretary of 
War. Mr. Taft proved extremely non- 
committal, saying the proposition was 
one of such importance that he would 
Want to talk it over with others.

Tatt Men Oppose Reduction. 

Within the next day or two it is possible 
that the conference Mr. Burke proposed 
will be held. The view of the Taft 
people certainly is against the “ allies’ ”’ 
programme. fhe adoption of a resolution 
in favor of reduction of Southern repre- 
sentation would arouse a good deal of 
feeling even among the Taft delegates 
from the seated Southern States, who 
feel they would be held answerable at 
home for anything of the kind. To push 
through the resolution the approval and 
support of the Taft forces are absolutely 
necessary. Should they be given, the dis- 
position of some of the Southerners would 
be to bolt Taft. 

They could not cast their ballots for 
any of the “ allies,”’ who are the origi- 
nators of the movement, and they would 
feel inclined, therefore, to demand the re- 
nomination of President Roosevelt. If 
such a ‘step were taken it would mean 
the precipitation of just such a condition 
as the “allies"’ have sought to com- 
pass: and, as is well known, it is the 
condition the Taft managers have been 
most anxious to avoid. 

The representation which the “allies ’’ 
propose to give to the country is one 
delegate for every 10,000 votes cast at 
the previous National election. The ef- 
fect upon the South, where there is re- 
stricted suffrage, is at once apparent. 
The eleven Southern States, instead of 
having 256 votes, would have only 99, 
and the votes of the Northern and West- 
ern States would be increased corres- 
pondingly. 

Chairman Sanders of the State Central 
Committee expressed the opinion this af- 
ternoon that even if the convention were 
to adopt the Southern limitation resolu. 
tion it would have no effect upon the 
nomination. 

The Southern’ reduction proposition 
calls attention to the general reorganiza- 
tion which is taking place in the Re- 
publican Party throughout the country. 


Foraker Gets One Lone Vote, 


One lone vote was wrested to-day by 
the “‘allies’’ from the wreckage of their 
contests. It was obtained by Senator 
Foraker, and it went to him primarily be- 
cause of the personal hostility of mem- 
bers of the National Committee to Con- 
gressman Charles P. Hildebrand of Ohio, 
who had been elected as a Taft delegate. 

The district which was divided by the 
committee is the Sixth Onio. The com- 
mittee first disposed of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Missouri contests, in which dele- 
gates for Gov. Hughes figured. It seated 
the Taft men. A. B. Humphrey, Hughes's 
manager, remarked when informed of the 
result that a man who places himself in 
front of a car going sixty miles an hour 
might expect annihilation, and would not 
be dGisappointed if he remained in tho 
way. 

From Missouri the committee passed to 
North Carolina, seating fourteen del- 
egates for Secretary Taft from that Staite, 
and then took up Ohio. Four districts 
were contestéd in the Buckeye State, and 
of the eight delegates seven were as- 
signed by the committee to Taft and one 
to Foraker. 

It was reported that Foraker’s success 
was due to the failure of Frank Hitch- 
cock, the Taft manager, to insist that 
only delegates be seated for the Sec- 
retary of War, and it was alleged ‘he 
Was actuated by a desire to show that 
Ohio had not been well looked after by 
Mr. Vorys, the original campaign man- 
ager for the Secretary. This is em- 
phatically denied by both Hitchock and 
Vorys, between whom the best of reia- 
tions are said to exist. The protest by 
the Knox managers against Lewis Emery, 
who declared for Taft after election upon 
a Knox platform; was withdrawn. 

Thus the Secretary of War, as a re- 


sult of the work of the National Com- 
mittee to-day, has more votes pledged to 


his candidacy than he needs to insure his 
nomination. From now on the commit- 
tee will rush through its work, and it is 

nfident it will have finished its labors 

y Friday night or Saturday. 

Fairbanks to Keep in Race. 

In the meantime the “ allies"’ are vain- 
ly trying to show a stiff upper lip. Dis- 
trict Attorney Kealing, one of Fairbanks's 
managers, was in telephonic communica- 
tion to-day with the Vice President, and 
was told to keep in the race to the end. 
“The principle of dictation of a nomina- 
tion should be fought to the last,’’ was 
Fairbanks’s instructions. The Vice Presi- 
dent apparently had realized that he can 
hope for nothing upon the ticket, and he 
wants to re himself in a position where

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STOCK EXCHANGE SHAKE-UP. 


After Three Big Houses for Breaking 
Rules and Dodging Stamp Tax. 
Leading members of the Stock Exchange 
and partners in the prominent brokerage 
houses in the financial district have been 
taking quiet satisfaction in the last few 
weeks out of the activities of the Gov- 
erning Committee in bringing to book 

violators of Stock Exchange rules. 

The disclosures of the McIntyre and 
Coster failures have been keenly felt by 
the members of the Exchange, who, while 
not blaming the Exchange authorities for 


the conditions revealed in recent court 
testimony, have considered the time ripe 
for a thoroughgoing campaign against in- 
fringements of the Stock Exchange regu- 
lations. 

It was learned yesterday that the Gov- 
erning Committee has three Stock Ex- 
change houses under investigation for al- 
leged violation of the section of the con- 
stitution relating to commissions. These 
houses, it is said, have taken accounts 
from firms on the Consolidated Stock ix- 
change with the understanding that when 
the commissions reach a specified amount 
a rebate will be granted. In one case 
the understanding with the Consolidated 
Exchange firm was, it is said, that when 
the commission on orders executed 
through the Stock Exchange firm reached 
$2,000 or more in one month, one-half 
the total would be returned to the Con- 
solidated Exchange house. The Stock Ex- 
change, besides prohibiting the splitting 
of commissions under penalty of suspen- 
sion, rigidly refuses to allow its members 
anything bordering on an alliance with 
members of the Consolidated Exchange. 

Another offense which the Governing 
Committee has been looking into is the 
practice among some of the floor traders 
of avoiding the State transfer tax of $2 
per 100 shares by matching transactions 
at the close of the market and canceling 
purchases or sales which match. During 
the past ten days a number of floor trad- 
ers have been summoned before the Gov- 
erning Committee to make explanations 
on this count. In a dull market like the 
present, where fluctuations are narrow, 
the expense of the State tax makes heavy 
inroads into a trader's daily profits, and 
it has been an easy matter to avoid this 
charge by traders getting together and 
taking losses or profits one from another 
without putting their transactions through 
the Stock Exchange Clearing House, a 
process which would make the payment 
of the tax unavoidable. 


PARISH HOUSE IS STRIPPED. 


Library and Furniture Disappear After 
Rector Says Farewell.

PHILADELPHIA, June 10.—St. Elig- 
abeth's clergy and parish house, at Six- 
teenth and Mifflin Streets, has been 
stripped of its library and of all its 
furniture and movable contents. Members 
of the congregation cannot account for 
the disappearance of the goods. The par- 
ish house is part of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Chureh of St. Elizabeth, of which 
Dr. William M. McGarvey was the rec- 
tor. 

On Sunday, May 10, Dr. McGarvey and 
his assistants bade farewell to the con- 
gBregation and went to Rehoboth, Del., 
where they are now studying for the 
Catholic ministry. On Monday, May 11, 
when the Rev. Charles Robinson entered 
the parish house he found it empty save 
two battered old desks. 

The shades had been taken from the win- 
dows and the carpets from the floor. All 
of a library which many persons say had 
been bequeathed to the Society of the 
Companions of the Holy Saviour, which 
occupied the house, was gone. Subse- 
quently many of tlhe books belonging to 
the library were found in a second hand 
book store. 

When asked if he had taken the books 
and other articles belonging to the house 
Dr. McGarvey denred having done so. 


KITE LIFTED HIM OFF ROOF. 


Twelve-Year-Old George Earl Then 


Dropped to Ground Unhurt. 


Twelve-year-old George Earl, who lives 
with his parents at 2,086 Atlantic Avenue, 
East New York, was a hero last night 
in the eyes of his playmates, who gazed 
at him with envy and awe as he told 
how he had felt when his kite pulled him 
off the roof of a four-story building yes- 
terday afternoon, and then, acting as a 
parachute, dropped him gently into a pile 
of sand unhurt. 

George went on the roof with several 
playmates because he couldn't get his 
big kite, a double aeroplane affair, to fly 
from the sidewalk. On the roof it. rose 
readily, and presently the pull on the 
kite string became so strong that George 
was dragged toward the roof's edge. An 
instant later a strong gust of wind caught 
the kite and it dragged him over the side, 

His terrified comrades saw his head dis- 
appear below the edge. They rushed to 
the coping and looked over, expecting to 
see George's body crushed on the side- 
walk below. Instead they saw him sink- 
ing down, somewhat rapidly, but still so 
gently that when he hit the sand pile he 
was scarcely knocked from his feet.

AIRSHIP FLIES OVER TOLEDO. 


Knabenshue Succeeds with New Ar- 
rangement of His Gas Engine.

TOLEDO, Ohio, June 10.—Roy Knaben- 
shue made a flight over Toledo this aft- 
ernoon that conVinced him that his aero- 
planes had been right all along, and that 
the only fault to overcome was gas en- 
gine trouble. When his ship was wrecked 
at Armory Park a few days ago, it was 
because the engine failed to take gas 
properly. He has arranged a new system 
of feed and has hung his gas tank so that 
it assumes a level position at all times. 
His engine is also aoubdle In power. He 
was able to-day, without any trouble to 
make twenty-five miles an hour dead 


against the wind carrying three passen- 
gers. 

Knabenshue said he could not see where 
the present ship could be improved, and 
after he has made a few flights about the 
city to test it thoroughly he will start on 
hie trip to Cleveland.

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HITCHCOCK SET FREE 
VERDICT IN LATE 


Jury Acquits Him of Charge Made 
by Girls at 2:50 O’clook 
This Morning. 


TWICE ASKED INSTRUCTIONS 


Hitchcock Takes Verdict Calmly but 
His Wife is Greatly Affected— 
Friends Congratulate Him. 


The jury which has been hearing the 
case against Raymond Hitchcock, the 
actor, on charges brought by Helen Von 
Hagen, a seventeen-year-old girl, acquit- 
ted him of the charges at 2:50 o'clock this 
morning. The actor’s friends crowded 
around him, shaking him by the hand, 
and there was some little commotion in 
the courtroom, where, besides the news- 
paper men, about twenty-five people had 
waited throughout the night hours for the 
verdict. 

Hitchcock looked a trifle pale, but was 
calm when he rose to face the jury as 
they filed in court. His wife, Flora Za- 
belle, who was seated near the front of 
the courtroom, leaned forward tensely in 
her chair, almost gasping with excitement. 

As the foreman spoke the words ac- 
quitting her husband, Mrs, Hitchcock 
sank back in her chair with a little cry 
and then a smile spread over her features. 
She turned to Hitchcock and smiled. He 


was still standing. Slowly he seemed to 
realize the meaning of tne froreman’s 
words, and then turned to the crowd of 
friends that thronged about him. He 
shook several by the hand, but as quickly 
as he could he made his way to the side 
of his wife who was sitting beside her 
friend, Mrs, Buckminister and another 
woman friend. 


Jurors Ask for Instructions, 


The jury sent in word at 12:15 o’clock 
this morning that they wanted some in- 
structions and Justice Goff was sum- 
moned from the Manhattan Club, reach- 
ing the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court shortly before 1 o'clock. The jury 
filed in, and Hitchcock was brought into 
the defendant’s seat looking fresher than 
he had earlier in the evening. His wife, 
with her friend, Mrs. Buckminster, and a 
number of theatrical friends, was present 
also, 

“This is a communication asking me to 
define a reasonable doubt,” said Justice 
Goff, when the jury were in their places, 
He then proceeded to read from the defi- 
nition of the Court of Appeals, adding: 

“I should like to say also that each 
juror must define this for himself, ac- 
cording to his best knowiedge and judg- 
ment,”’ 

Juror No, 7 arose as the Justice fin- 
ished speaking and asked for some in- 
structions as to the drawirtig of fnfer- 
ences from things partially established 
in the evidence. Justice Goff instructed 
him that inferences might be drawn only 
from matter established clearly and posi- 
tively by the evidence. 

Juror No. 9 seemed in doubt ag to what 
to do in the event of the evidence being 
equally divided for and against the de- 
fendant. 

‘In that event,” ruled the Justice, 
‘when you cannot establish to your own 
satisfaction on just which side the bal- 
ance of evidence weighs, it is your duty 
to give the benefit of any doubt to the 
defendant.” 

When the jury filed back to the jury 
room Justice Goff remained seated on the 
bench, and it was some time before he 
went to his chambers. To those in the 
courtroom it appeared likely that a ver- 
dict might be brought in shortly. 

At 1:45 o'clock the jury came into court 
again and sked to have read the evidence 
of the valet, Herman Reupke, Helen Von 
Hazeh and Elsie Voecks as to a curtain In 
the *‘ room in the house of green blinds,” 
behind which the valet is alleged to have 
ceen concealed at the «ime Hitchcock was 
there with the two girls. Justice Goff 
erdered the evidence read, and at 2:30 
o'clock the jury withdrew. 

Hitchcock was not sent back to the 
Tombs after the jury went out, but re- 
mained in a room in the Court House 
awaiting the verdict. 

The evidence was all in at 4 o’clock and 
both sides rested. Before that a great 
number of witnesses had been called in 
rebuttal, among them William Astor 
Chanler, ex-Congressman from this State, 
who testified that he had never met elther 
Helen Von Hagen or Elsie Voecks. 

All day Mrs. Hitchcock (Flora Zabelle) 
sat near the front of the court room 
with Flora Whiston, who, by recanting 
her testimony in the first trial, caused 


its collapse, and several friends. She 
looked very anxious and tired. Hitchcock, 
t@o, looked worn and nervous, especially 
while Mr. Garvan was summing up. 


Judge Goft's Severe Charge. 


In his charge, which ovcupied an hour 
and a half, Justice Goff instructed the 
jury in regard to the law governing tho 
case, touching only slightiy on the evi- 
dence, Until Mr. Garvan had summed up 
a majority of the people in court expected 
an acquittal, but after that and the 
Judge’s charge opinion swung around the 
other way. Mrs. Hitchcock seemed hard- 
ly able to control herself while the Judge 
was charging; her eyes constantly filled 
with tears, and as the jury filed out she 
raised them beseechingly to each one as 
he passed. 

Justice Goff’s charge was felt to be 
decidedly aguinst the defendant, He sa‘d 
in part: 

“A defendant cannot be convicted on 
this charge on the unsupported testi- 
mony of the chief witness; but that does 
not necessarily mean a witness to the act 
itself. In this case the prosecution claims 
Eleie Voecks was a witness to the act, 
and also claims strong circumstantial evi- 
dence. 

‘‘They maintain that the defendant has 
made certain admissions Which go to sup- 
port the evidence. It is in your power to 
find him guilty of any of tne three things 
charged, and, of course, if you believe the 
Gxidence warrants it, to find him not 
gullty. 

“One of the chief points iz must con- 
sider is, for what purpose did he have the 
room in West Forty-first Street.

PARIS, June 10. — Pictures and 


bronzes valued at almost $500,000 were 
presented to-day to the Petit Palais 
Museum in the Champs Elysées by an 
anonymous donor, said to be an Amer- 
ican resident of Paris. 

A few days ago M. Dujardin Beau- 


metz, Under Secretary of State for the 
Fine Arts, and Henry Lapauze, cura- 
tor of the Petit Palais, were invited 
to pay a visit to one of the best private 
collections in Paris. As the two of- 
ficials were conducted over the house 
by the owner, they expressed a regret 
that some modern masters were so 
insufficiently represented in the Petit 
Palais Museum. As they were about 
to leave the house, the host suddenly 
remarked: 

“You tell me the Petit Palais does 


not possess the collection of modern | 


masters it ought to have. Well, I 
should like the City of Paris to have a 
souvenir of your visit. I am prepared, 
with your permission, to fill the void 
by making over to the Petit Palais a 
considerable number of the works in 
my own collection,” 

To-day the gift was confirmed. The 
donor wrote to M. Lapauze reiterating 
his promise and offering the museum

The Tidewater Pipe Line Company, 
which owns the line from Bradford to the | 
coast, will build the extension, tapping | 
also the fields of Northern Ohio, and)! 
the cost of the entire extension will be 
in the neighborhood of $2,500,000. This 
will be the first time the oil from Illinois 
has been pumped direct to the seaboard. 


$860,000 WABASH JUDGMENT. 


Compton Estate Recovers from Rall- 
road on Title and Stock Claim. 


TOLEDO, Ohjo, June 10.—Judge Robert 
W. Tayler, in the United States Circuit 
Court, to-day awarded the estate of 
James Compton judgment against the 
Wabash Railroad Company for $860,000. 
The claim grew out of a controversy many 
years ago over the title of the part of the 
Wabash Road between Toledo and the 
Ohio State line, and also the ownership 
of certain shares of stock. 

At one time it was thought probable 
that the Gould interests would sacrifice 
the entire Wabash system, as Compton's 
claim involved so important a part of the 
property. 

The original Compton claim, now scaled 
down, was so large that several years ago 
there was much talk of the Goulds aban- 
doning that portion of the Wabash be- 
tween Toledo and the State line. The 
amount then demanded by the Compton 
heirs exceeded the actual value of the 
property. 

James Compton was a resident of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the suit was instituted 
more than a third of a century ago. The 
case has been prosecuted by the widow, 


Ellen Compton, to whom the judgment 
will be paid.

Then the lawyer | 
for the Rochester man had a body exe- 
cution issued, and when Collins was found | 
in the city the execution was served, and 
he was taken to Ludlow Street Jail, the| 
debtor’s prison.

Francis Wilson, the actor, asserting that | 
he was victimized to the extent of $5,000 | 
in the same way by Collins, has started

arrested. The arrest at the instance of| 
the comedian has resulted in a counter- 
suit by Collins for $25,000 damages, charg- 
ing injury to his reputation by reason of 
}an unwarranted arrest. No counter-suit 
has been started against Mr. Beckley. 

An art patron in Pittsburg also started 
suit against Collins, alleging that he 
| bought a supposed masterpiece that 
turned out to be spurious. He paid $9,000 
for the canvas, giving his note, but this 
suit was dropped when the note was can- 
celed. The Pittsburger said that his 
“work of art”’ was turned out here at 
an outiay of $35. Similar complaints 
| have been made by art patrons in Buffa- 
lo, Cleveland, Washington, and other 
cities.

His wife, who owns a jotel |} 
and much real estate in Stroudsburg, 
Penn., also conducts a business in this} 
city, selling a facial ‘ beautifier.” |

FOELKER’S TRIP 
ENDSIN COLLAPSE 


Senator Whose Vote Is Needed 
to Pass Racing Bills Very 
Low at Albany. 


DOCTOR FEARS THE WORST: 


Took the Trip Against Advice of 
His Physician and Plead- 
ings of His Wife. 


SUFFEREDACUTELY ON TRAIN 


Indications Are That, with His Vote, 
the Measures to Stop Racing 
Gambling Will Paes.

ALBANY, Thursday, June 11.—Senatep 
Otto G. Foelker, the one man upon whom 
champions of the race-track gambling bills 
pin their hopes of driving the gamblers to 
the wall, arrived here at 10 o’clock last 
night and collapsed. 

The 60-mile trip up from Staatsburg 
proved more than the Senator could stand, 
weak as he was from the recent operation 
for appendicitis. At midnight his physl- 
clan, Dr. Franklin Murphy, announce@ 
that his patient was in a dangerous ¢on- 
dition. 

“His hands and feet are cold, and he 
has been vomiting a lot,” said Me, : 
Murphy. “It would be useless to conceal 
the fact that he is in a very bad way.” 

“Will he be able to go to the Senate 
chamber to-morrow morning?” Dr. Mute 
phy was asked. 

“That I cannot say,” he replied, * but 
just now his condition is alarming.” 

“Is there a chance that he will die toe ' 
night?’ the doctor was asked. 

“No, it is not quite that bad,” he re 
plied. 

At 1 o'clock this morning Dr. Murphy 
issued the following bulletin: 

“Senator Foelker is no better. The’ 
wound is swelling. He ts In a very serious 
condition. His hands and feet are still 
cold, although I have succeeded in settling 
hig stomach.” 

“Doctor, what does the coldness of the

CHICAGO, June 10.—The National Com- 
mittee to-day decided contests in two 
States at large and in fourteen districts, 
the net result being that thirty-three full 
votes and two half votes were added to 
the number already accredited to William 
H. Taft, and that two half votes were 
given to Senator Joseph B. Foraker. 

The committee has yet to consider the 
contests at large in four States and a to- 
tal of thirty-eight districts contests and 
two from the Territories, involving a to- 
tal of 94 votes. Before the meeting of the 
committee the number of delegates in-| 
structed for Taft was 387. The work of 
the committee, as far as it has progressed, 
has given him 117 additional votes, or a 
total of 504 on the temporary roll call.

| LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 10.—Reluc- 
| tant admissions made by postal officers 


of three cities to-day confirm to some 
extent the belief that the disappearance 
of a registered mail pouch somewhere 
within the jurisdiction of the Kansas City 
Post Office last Saturday night, 
prove to be one of the largest losses in 
the history of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

From private sources it was learned to- 
day that a package of at least $50,000 in 
currency was among the contents of the 
pouch’ which carried, in addition, an un- 
usually large number of letters and pack- 
ages containing money and other valua- 
bles.

$30,000,000 CUT IN TAX VALUES 


Large Hotel Properties Benefit by the 
Reductions—$19,000,000 in Exceptions. 


The revised tax books for this year were

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SAY SCHOOL CHILDREN 
ARE NOT STARYING 


School Board Members Talk of 
“ Hysterical Sentimentality ” 


and Inquiry Is Ordered.

RELIEF METHODS \ATTACKED | 


Much Harm Being Dore, It Is Declared 


List of Fifty Teachers Who 
Will Be Sent to Europe. 


That members of the Board of Educa- 
tion keenly resent what was declared to 


be a wholly unwarranted misrepresenta~- 
tion of the condition of starving school 
children of the lower east side became 
evident at a meeting of the board yester- 
day afternoon. Commissioner Higgins, 
whose place of business is at 145 and 147 
Bowery, and who has made a special 
Study of the situation {n School Districts 
2 and 3, which embrace that entire sec- 
tion, was particularly emphatic. 

“The statements that there are hun- 
dreds of starving school children on the 
east side are untrue,”’ he declared, 
wholly unwarranted. The whole move- 
ment, in my opinion, has resulted from 
the efforts of people who have self-adver- 
tisement and self-aggrandisement as their 
motive. That a few children on the east 
side had the appearance of being underfed 
was known months ago by the local 
school boards of Districts 2 and 3, and 
steps were taken at once to relieve those 
who might be suffering. It was then 
decided to keep the condition from the 
public, but to deal with the situation as 
the conditions warranted. 

‘“*I asked the teachers to report to me 
the number of pupils who were apparent- 
ly underfed in a district which embraces 
a school population of 22,000. They esti- 
mated that 1 per cent. did not get enough 
to eat. That estimate was purely guess- 
work on their part. 

“Yesterday I found that some people 
had opened a lunchroom at Forsyth and 
Canal Streets, and tickets were being 
given out to the children. One man bought 


a number of tickets at 5 cents apiece and 


/ distributed them among the children who 
| had collected there out of idle curiosity. 


‘**Now, I want to know who authorized 
these people to open such a place. I think

Commissioner Bruce declared that the 
city was being mlsrepresented by the 
people who were putting out these stories 
about the children of the east side starv- 
ing. 

“TI believe in charity,” said he, “ but 
not the charity which puffs itself up. I 
tell you what this thing is; it is hyster- 
ical sentimentality, and nothing else. 
Every country newspaper for many miles 
around this city is publishing that school 
children of the east side of New York 
are starving, and I think myself it is 
time for this board to take some action. 

“I would like to suggest,’’ interjected 
Commission Barrett. ‘‘that one of the 
District Superintendents be reminded that 


iit is not her busines to try to get her 


name and her poe in the newspapers, 
but that she is on the payroll of the 
Board of Education to do school, not set- 
tlement work.’”’ 

The motion of Mr. Higgins was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Miss Julia Richman, a Supertntendent of 
Districts 2 and 3, on the east side, where 
school children were reported by her 
to be in need of food, and for whose 
transfer to some other district numerous 
petitions have been circulated, made 
formal application that her conduct be 
investigated. She said that her name 
had been brought into considerable no- 
torlety by a committee headed by Dr. 
Druskin of 214 East Broadway, and that 
the time had come for some definite ac- 
tion to be taken which shall put an end 
to these ‘insidious attempts to injure 
me, either by proving my unfitness and 
removing me or by vindleating me in a 
way which must carry conviction to the 
uninformed. The letter was referred to 
the Committee on Elementary Schools for 
action. 

A letter was received yesterday by Pres- 
ident Egerton L. Winthrop from Charles 
C. Burlingham, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Physical Welfare of School Chil- 
dren, in which it was stated that repre- 
sentatives of the different organized

It is my conviction, frequently declared, 
that a country to be truly prosperous should 
have peaceful and prosperous neighbors. 
The principle of the open door and equal 
opportunity, which is the best meana to 
prosper our neighboring countries, is at 
once what is required for our own prosper- 
ity, and therefore exactly adapted to our 
cherished desire, and I hope you will agree 
with me when I say that because Mr. Hay 
was the father of that policy, I can consider 
myself by virtue of the close relations I 
had with him as one of its guardians, and I 
assure you that I will do my utmost in ful- 
filling the great responsibilities thrown on 
my shoulders in consequence of the dis- 
tinguished honor which has been conferred 
upon me by your great university in_con- 
sideration of the diplomatic position I am 
now holding.

FAVORITES FIRST 
IN FOUR EVENTS 


Best Backed Horses Have Suc- 
cessful Day at Gravesend 
Race Course. 


MASTER ROBERT'S STAKES 


Victory for Emery’s Colt Added Four 
Pounds to His Impost for the 
Suburban Handicap. 


Eeven races were decided at the Graves- 
end course yesterday, and in the fact 
that the post choices were successful in 
four of the number the race-going crowd 
found the greatest amount of interest 
when the programme was finished. There 
was a trifle of attention also directed 
toward one Suburban Handicap entry that 
ranks among the possibilities of the big 
event at Sheepshead Bay, when Samuel 
Emery’s three-yeamold Master Robert 
cantered home first for the single stake 
fixture of the card, the Broadway Stakes, 
at a mile and a sixteenth, for three-year- 
olds. The interest that Master Robert 
aroused was less in the fact that he is a 
Suburban possibility than that he was a 
popular choice, but in view of the fact 
that the colt was third for the Brooklyn 


horsemen noted Master Robert as a grow- 
ing possibility for the Suburban, in spite 
of the fact that his triumph yesterday 
added four pounds to his impost, making 
his weight for the great prize at Sheeps- 
head Bay 99 pounds instead of the 95 at 
which he originally was handicapped and 
which he carried in his race for the 
Brooklyn, 

One other race of the long programme 
was of a character to attract attention 
and cause comment, this being the first 
event, a handicap over the short six- 
furlong course, which brought out a smart 
field of good-class horses. Most notable 
of the lot was the fast four-year-old Mc- 
Carter, which carried the top weight and 
started favorite. McCarter broke well 
and raced on in the first division through 
the entire contest, but spectators were 
busy guessing for the remainder of the 
afternoon, when he was beaten out by 
the long chance Dorante, what Jockey 
Musgrave thought he was doing, McCar- 
ter, one after the other, shook off the 
horses that looked like contenders, and, 
after making the last turn and coming 


into the straight, looked to have the race | 


won. Musgrave there took the horse just 
wide enough to make an opening on the 


rail, and through this opening the three- 
year old Dorante slipped up and was 
abreast of the favorite before Musgrave 
awoke to the fact. Then Musgrave went 
to work on McCarter, but had not dis- 
tance enough to get the favorite in motion 
again, and Dorante, hard ridden, snatched 
the decision by a head, the two horses 
finishing well off before the remainder 
of the field, with Bedouin third.

The conditions are of course those of the 
{Ostend Conference, in which the inter- 
| national clubs adopted a scale that is 
now being used throughout Europe. The 
cars are limited as to cylinder bore and 
weight, and forbids any agent of oxida- 
ition other than atmospheric air. 

The number of entries is unlimited, ex- 
| cept that no more than three cars of any 
}one make may be entered in the race. 
|The entries close on Oct. 1, but arrange- 
| ment is made that additional entries will 
be accepted at an added charge up to 
Nov. 1. If the number of cars entered is 
|so great that they cannot run with safety 
fover the course arrangements will be 
made for elimination trials on dates to be 
fixed by the Contest Committee. 

The provision is made that entries be 
made direct to the Contest Committee of 
the club from American firms, and 
through the governing body of the vari- 
ous foreign nations. 

Announcement sent out by Secretary 
Butler last night declared that a telegram 
had been received from the Acme factory 
at Reading, Penn., that it desired to be 
| the first American car entered, and re- 
| quested that an entry blank be forwarded 
jat once. The announcement occasioned 
{some surprise, as the car has been talked 
of as a competitor {n the Vanderbilt race, 
and it was not supposed that any firm 
would attempt to enter both races. The 
firm contemplates building a car with six 
cylinders of 4.98 inches each, which would 
qualify for either race. Further partic- 
|ulars of the matter will be awaited with 
keen interest, especially affecting the 
|declaration of the National Association 
lof Automobile Manufacturers. : 

The course at Savannah is expected to 
be something less than forty miles in 
circuit. New roads to the length of about 
seven miles are-to be built at once, and 
to connect other roads already built 
adjacent to the short course over which 
the recent road race at Savannah was 

held. The course will be guarded by 
| State militia, as was the case in the recent 


race.

’ Another Day of Dullness. 

Inasmuch as very few expected any- 
thing from yesterday's market in the way 
of activity, there were few who were dis- 
appointed, but this did not tend to relleve 
the depression of the brokers, and par- 
ticularly the two-dollar men, who had 
visions of a Summer which might be 
record-breaking in dullness. Perhaps as 
good an example of the apathy of traders 
as anything is found in the fact chat be- 
tween 10:50 A. M. and 11:30 A. M. there 
were nine transactions in Union Pacific 
of 100 shares each at the price of 
147%.

Special Trade Conditions, 

Although optimism clubs are active 
throughout the country, it would seem as 
if information the trading fraternity re- 
ceives is not quite so suggestive of re- 
turning prosperity as it was three or 
four weeks ago, although at the same 
time there is nothing in it calculated to 
dissipate any belief in the return within 
@ comparatively short time of normal 
business conditions. One of the traders 
in a brokerage office in the financial dis- 
trict is identified with the diamond trade, 
and he said yesterday that, so far as he 
personally was concerned, business was 
very much better four weeks ago than it 
ig to-day, and that the indications which | 
Were promising then do not indicate any- 
thing but the continuance of dullness 
now. He said also that some of the silver 
shops were so busy three weeks ago that 
they had time for little else than the cur- | 
rent business, but at the moment some 
of them were willing to admit they had} 
plenty of time on their hands.

~ CONFLICTING VIEWS 
~ ON CUTS IN STEEL 


‘Steel Men Confident They Will 
Bring in Big Orders, While 
Trade Organs Differ. 


NEED MORE CUTS, ONE SAYS 


The Iron Trade Review Declares the 
Step Wise and Thinks the Out- 
look Most Promising. 


Steel men in New York yesterday had 
only favorable comment to make on the 
“action of the allied steel and iron pro- 
ducers in making a general reduction of 
prices on Tuesday. The selling agencies 
of the steel companies yesterday were 
generally confident that ‘orders which 
fhave been held up in the expectation of 
lower prices will soon make their appear- 


ance. 
The leading trade journals which appear 


fo-day are not unanimous, however, in 
approving of the cut, the position being 
taken by one of them that the reductions 
have not been adequate to meet the sit- 


mation. The Iron Age says: 

So far as the attitude of the fron trade 
can be gauged so soon after the announce- 
ment of the readjustment in prices on steel 
billets and certain lines of finished ma- 
terials, it is one of disappointment. It is 
not radical enough, and merely recognizes 
concessions which had been more or less 
openly made during recent weeks, and 
which had been undermining confidence both 
among sellers and among buyers. 

We are officially advised that one of the 
leading independent sellers of lake iron ores 
{s not yet ready to quote prices, although 
the firm in question is widely reported in 
the trade to have sold at a reduction of 
60 cents per ton. Other sellers, apparently, 
g@re now willing to make that concession to 
the furnacemen. 

It is, of course, too early to judge whether 
the new prices on finished materials will 
encourage buying. The experience in the 
steel bar trade does not hold out much hope 
{mn that direction, and the character of the, 
reduction does not seem to foreshadow any 
energetic movement in shapes, plates, or 
wire. 

Steel rails were not even referred to at 
the meeting Tuesday. It is understood that 
the railmakers and the railroads have come 
much closer tegether so far as the specifi- 
cations are concerned, and that the ac- 
ceptance of more onerous conditions is 
equivalent to a considerably increased cost 
e the makers. 

he Iron Trade Reveiw says: 

The action of the steel manufacturers in 
reducing prices on billets, sheet bars, plates, 
gtructural shapes, merchant pipe, and wire 
naile was made inevitable by the conces- 
sion on steel Sars, and is welcomed by the 
trade, as the finished material market, with 
the exception of some increase in contract- 

‘ 4nge for steel bars, has been stagnant dur- 
ing the past week. The action was prompt- 
ed by the strongest dictates of wisdom, and 
improvement in demand can be reasonably 
expected. Although. the opinions of con- 
gumers may differ as to whether some of 
the reductions are adequate, the splendid 
crop. prospects and improved financial con- 
ditions furnish reason for belief that a 
large amount of buying cannot be long de- 
layed. It is generally conceded that much 
good had been accomplished by the success 
of the price-maintenance policy up to the 
time of the reduction in the price of steel 
bars. Following this announcement a fair 
@mount of contracting in bars has been 
done. It is now very probable that, in har- 
mony with the idea of co-operation, all ore 
interests will reduce their base quotations 
60 cents per ton. It is understood that one 
interest which has not usually acted with 
the others has already disposed of a large 
tonnage at such a reduction.

FIRST ALTON DIVIDEND, 
One Per Cent. on the Common, Which, 
It Was Said, Was All Water. 


Directors of the Chicago & Alton, at a 
meeting yesterday, declared an initial div- 
idend of 1 per cent. upon the road's com- 
mon stock. There is outstanding. of this 
issue $18,618,500, so that yesterday's div- 
idend will call for a payment of practically 
$186,000 in cash. 

Several months ago control of the Chi- 
cago & Alton was purchased by the To- 
ledo, St. Louis & Western Railroad from 
the Rock Island Company through the 
acquisition of $14,420,000 of the common 
stock, and $6,380,000 preferred stock. Of 
the present dividend, therefore, some 
$144,000 goes to the Toledo, St. Louis & 
Western, which in this way offsets the 4 
per cent. interest payment which it must 
make upon the $11,427,000 of collateral 
trust bonds which it gave for Chicago & 
Alton stocks. 

For still another reason the payment of 
this dividend on Chicago & Alton com- 
mon aroused interest in Wall Street. The 
Chicago & Alton reorganization financing 
was the subject of much criticism at the 
time of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission’s hearing on the Harriman sys- 
tems in this city, it being urged at that 
time that the common stock of the Alton 
represented nothing more than water. 
This dividend payment, which is the first 


to be made, was, therefore, pointed to in 
this connection. 


Beaver National Dividend. 


The committee in charge of the liquida- 
tion of the Beaver National Bank, whose 
stockholders decided to go out of busi- 
ness shortly after the panic of last year, 
have declared a dividend of $20 a share, 


payable June 16 and 17. The Beaver Na- 
tional was organized a little over a year 
ago to do business in the coffee and sugar 
district and had offices at the corner of 
Beaver and Pearl Streets. 


No Action on M. & St. L. Dividend. 


Because of the failure to obtain a 
quorum, the meeting of the Directors of 


the Minneapolis & St. Louis Railroad, 
called for yesterday, was adjourned with- 
out action on the semi-annual dividend 
on the preferred stock. It is stated that 
another meeting will be called shortly 
at which time it is expected the dividend 
matter will be acted upon.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


Chairman E. C. Simmons of Pros- 
perity Association Says Rail- 
roads Are Too Much Governed. 


PLEADS FOR COMMON SENSE 


Urges That the Transportation Com: 
panies Be Given Time to Conform 
to Laws Already Enacted. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., June 10.—To- 
day’s sessions of the State Convention of 
Commercial Clubs were largely attended. 
The object of the convention is to protest 
against further agitation against corpora- 
tions and the enactment by the Legisla- 
ture of Oklahoma of ill-advised and re- 
strictive laws which are calculated to 
frighten capital from the State and im- 
pede the upbuilding and development of 
its resources. 

The meeting was addressed by several 
speakers of prominence from Western clit- 
les. An address by E. C. Simmons, Chair- 
man of the National Prosperity Associa- 
tion of that city, was read. He said in 
part: 

“The earnings of the railroads to-day 
are about 25 per cent. less than at this 
time last year. This decrease in business 
has thrown nearly 400,000 railroad em- 
ployes out of work. Nearly all new rall- 
road construction and improvements, and 
ny ef all equipment cohstruction 
ave been stopped. 

“We believe we can have no general 
propper unless the railroads participate 
in it~we never have had. There is no 
State in this Union that has realized great 
prosperity until it got railroads. 

*““While the National Prosperity Asso- 
ciation does not advocate any backward 
wep so far as wise legislation upon the 
railroads is concerned, we do urge that 
the transportation companies be given 
time to conform to the laws which have 
been passed. Railroads are now g0v- 
erned within an inch of their lives. 

“We do not want government owner- 
ship of railroads in this country. We can 
have, and I believe we will have, growing 
more definite and stronger henceforth, a 
relationship between Government and 
railroads, which shall combine supervision 
and protection. 

“The masses of the people want in- 
dustrial peace, and will have it. Speak- 
ing for myself, I believe that if the 
politicians do not heed the signs of the 
times in the coming campaign the business 
men will declare in favor of ‘ Prosperiiy,’ 
full dinner pails, square deals and square 
meals for all, and will vote accordingly.”

Public Service Commission’s Stand. 


That the Public Service Commission 
foes not intend to allow the attitude of 
fthe receivers of the City Railway toward

‘was made evident by Chairman William 
RR. Willcox yesterday. The receivers have 
refused to obey several service better- 
ment orders on the theory that if the 
principle involved in those particular 
orders were extended to the entire sys- 
tem it would cost $9,000,000 in capital 
outlay and involve an annual charge of 
$1,000,000. Mr. Willcox said: 
“The Public Service Commissions law 
Places on the companies the affirmative 
duty of furnishing, among other things, 
‘adequate service to the public. About two 
onths ago the commission embodied in 
he order for the Twenty-third Street cross- 
own line a. new policy requiring the 
mpany to*furnish during each fifteen- 
inute period a number of seats 10 per 
ent. in excess of the number of passen- 
ers, or in lieu thereof to operate at 
east twenty-five cars each fifteen min- 
utes, which is the physical limitation of 

this line, in view of the fact that one 
ther north and south bound line must 
se a portion of the track. 

“Now, if any company finds ft ts not 

ble to furnish the adequate service re- 
quired, the law provides: ‘Every rail- 
road corporation and street railroad cor- 
‘poration shall have sufficient cars and 
frotive power to meet all requirements for 

he transportation of passengers and 
property which may reasonably be an- 
ticipated, unless relieved therefrom ‘by 
jorder of the commission.’ 
. “No application has been received up 
‘to date from the receivers of the New 

ork City Railway Company or in their 
‘behalf to be relieved from this require- 
tent of the act. Even should it re- 

uire an expenditure of $9,000,000 to pro- 
Wide ‘adequate’ service, as contended by 
t e receivers, it should be borne in mind 
‘that this is less than 4 per cent. of the 
“otal capitalization, about $240,000,000, 

eretofore outstanding upon the roads 
Nwhich the receivers are now operating,” 


May Appeal to the Courts, 


The failure of the receivers to put in an 


fppearance yesterday at the two public 
hearings held by the commission either 


in person or by representative was re- 
garded as an evidence that they mean to 


ignore the betterment orders, In conse- 
uence there was no hearing, and imme- 
jlately after adjournment Commiss'oner 
altbie stated that the commission would 

‘ollow the matter up and go into court to 
‘uphold its position, if necessary. 

“This commission is not issuing orders 
for fun,”’ said the Commissioner. “ We 
are not a make-believe commission. While 
it is true that the receivers were appoint- 
ed by the Federal! courts, there can no 
question, it seems to me, that the com- 
‘pany must obey the orders of the com- 
mission, especially with reference to oper- 
ation, under the law. The police laws 
and the laws of the Board of Health are 
obeyed, and the orders of the commission 
wome in the same category so long as 
they do not deprive the company of its

‘FEWER ELEVATED TRAINS. 


Summer Schedule Will Provide for a 
Change in Non-Rush Hours. 


The Public Service Commission yester- 
day passed a resolution suspending two 
erders for increased service on the ele- 
vated lines, which they issued some 
months ago, for twenty days, in order to 
give the Interborough Company an oppor- 
tunity to put into effect a Summer sched- 
ule with fewer trains, 

The resolution, which was passed at the 
instigation of a special committee, is the 
result of the application of the company 
for permission to reduce its train service 
because of the falling off of traffic. The 
special committee found that it would 
not be advisable to withdraw the orders 
entirely, but that the traffic had really 
fallen off to an extent which seemed to 
warrant fewer trains in the non-rush 
hours than were provided for in the old 
orders. . 

The lines affected are the Third and 
Ninth Avenue lines, and the Commis- 
sion’s Inspectors will watch the operation 
of the new schedule and report within 
the twenty days. 


MORE N, Y. CENTRAL BONDS. 


$13,000,000 Issue, Probably for Trac- 
tions, to Go to J. P. Morgan & Co. 


At a meeting of the Directors of the 
New York Central yesterday it was de- 
cided to issue $13,000,000 of debenture 4 
per cent. bonds. It is understood J. P. 
Morgan & Co. have already arranged to 


take these and that a syndicate is now 
in process of formation. 

hile the Directors did not admit this 
yesterday, it was believed in Wall Street 
that the issue of $13,000,000 of new de- 
bentures was not unconnected with the 
application which the New York Central 
recently made to the up-State Public 
Service Commission to consolidate its 
traction holdings in New York State into a 
new company and bring them under the 
control of the Public Service Commis- 
sion and out of that of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. These various 
trolley lines are held by the $20,000,000 
Mohawk Valley Company, of which the 
Central controls 60 per cent. of the stock, 
A sale of the $13,000,000 of debentures at 
about 90 would give the Central $11,700,- 
000, which is practically the amount of the 
stock held for it in the Mohawk Valley 
Company. In the absence of specific 
{information as to the use of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds it was generally be- 
lieved that this might be the cause of 
their sale. The road now bas outstand- 
ing $30,000,000 of the $50,0%),000 author- 
ized. 

At yesterday’s meetin the Directors 
declared a dividend at the rate of 5 per 
cent., the figure which was fixed In March, 
when its disbursement was reduced from 
6 per cent. By this reduction the road is 
saving about $1,800,000 a year, and the 
present expectations of the Directors is 
that earnings will continue in a volume 
sufficient to make further payments at 
the present rate possibie.

| Streets. The greater part of the original 
tract has been sold off and built up. 
Seven or eight years ago, operators 
bought the block bounded by West End 
Avenue and Riverside Drive, 100th and 
101lst Streets. It was understood that 
apartment houses could be built on the 
West End Avenue front of the ‘block, but 
Miss Furniss is said to have insisted that 
nothing but private houses should be built 
on the side streets. The buyers were 
naturally apprehensive as to the future 
of the block to the south—Ninety-ninth to 
{100th Street—not wanting to bind them- 
|selves to build fine dwellings, only to 
| have flats'or apartments across the street 
within a year or two. To this, Miss Fur- 
niss is said to have replied that the block 
to the south, which she also owned, would 
never be sold except with a similar re- 

striction, providing for dwellings on the 

street frontages. 

In any event the operators who bought 
the 100th te 101st Street block sold off 
the 100tr Street lots to Builder James 

Livingston, who put up a row of thirteen 

handsome five-story American basement 
{houses. These have since beeh sold, the 
present owners being in most cases ths 
occupants, and several of these owners 
are prepared to say that they bought the 
| houses with the understanding that any 
j}improvement of the property on the sout 
| side of 100th Street would be limited ty 
private dwellings. 

About six weeks ago these owners along 
100th Street got a rude shock in the an- 
nouncement that the Furniss estate had 
sold, under contract, fourteen lots at the 
West End Avenue end of the Ninety- 
ninth to 100th Street block to the A. C. 
& Hi. M. Hall Realty Company. This deal 
covered not only the West End Avenue 
frontage, eight lots, but also three lots 
on Ninety-ninth Street, and three lots 
on 100th Street, supposedly within the re- 
stricted zone. So far as the owners on 
the north side of 100th Strect were able 
to learn the Hall Company was buying 
the property without any _ restrictions. 
That concern is well-known in connection 
with big apartment building projects.

GREET GERMAN WARSHIP. 


Salute Booms from Governors Island in 
Honor of the Bremen. 


For the first time since 1903 the guns of 
Governors Island yesterday boomed a 
salute to a German cruiser, Early in the 
day the cruiser Bremen of the Atlantic 
station moved up the bay and dropped 
her anchor off West Eighty-fourth Street. 
She comes from Newport News and Phila- 
delphia, and her mission here is to await 


the arrival of 150 men who are to replace 
those whose terms_of service expire within 
a few days. The new men are on their 
way to this port on the Prinz Friedrich 
Wilhelm. 

The Bremen, a fine type of her class, 
is commanded by Capt. Alberts, and 
carries about 280 men. She was built at 
Bremen in 1903, and launched on May 19 
of the next year. She is of 3,250 tons. 

An hour after the vessel arrived in the 
North River the Captain’s launch was in 
the water and that officer, accompanied 
by the German Consul General and the 
Adjutant and Capt. Hebbinghaus, the 
Naval Attaché, were off to pay their duty 
calls. They visited the City Hall, where 
they were received by Acting Mayor Mc- 
Gowan. He was assisted in receiving 
the officers by Herman Ridder, and the 
arty had a talk in the Mayor's recep- 
ion room. Capt. Alberts, who speaks ex- 
cellent English, said that while they 
would remain only a few days in New 
York waters he expected to see some- 
thing of the city. Then the party had 
their photographs taken. 

From the City Hall the visiting officers 
went to Governors Island, where they 
paid their respects to Gen. Grant. Thence 
they went to the navy yard and called 
on Admiral Goodrich. In the afternoon 
Actin Mayor McGowan returned the 
Captain’s visit. Last night the com- 
mandant and his staff were entertained 
by Consul General Buenz at the German 
Club, Central Park South. To-night they 
will be the guests of the German Club. 
A reception will be given on Saturday 
by Capt. Alberts on board the Bremen, 
In the evening the officers will be enter- 
tained by the Arion Singing Society.

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BREEN DEFIES POLICE 
IN GORMLEY AFFAIR 


Says They Can’t “ Frame Up” 
Any Scheme to Shift Lax- 
ness to His Shoulders. 


AFFIDAVIT ~ BY BINGHAM

Magistrate Breen, who accepted $2,500 
bail for ‘‘ Jack” Gormley, the alleged 
burglar who is now a fugitive from jus- 
tice, held another inquest at the Night 
Court last night, in his efforts to clear his 
skirts of all blame attaching to the ac- 
ceptance of bail in what is regarded by 
the police as an inadequate amount.
